This film employs dyes which respond to ultra violet light; 
the light induces permanent change in the film and images 
thus recorded ara then readable in ordinary daylight. One 
special advantage of this system is that additions to the 
text or codes can be posted to the film at any time. Dyes 
which would permit erasure are also being investigated. 


Strips of Chalkley film ave to be stored in two-dimensional 
array under control of 8 selector which can retrieve a 
designated strip, carry it to a read-write station and pro- 
duce list-outs of index data and facsimile reproduction of 
the releted docuzuents. 
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
